The  quantity  of  the  added  kola  nut  extract  may  be  varied  according  to 
individual  requirement.  As  a  mean  1  may  mention  half  a  gram  of  the  watery 
;('»  kola  nut  extract  per  decilitre.  The  admixture  is  as  stated  effected  in  the  cooling 
vat. 

The  beer  thus  containing  kola  is  a  nourishing  and  stimulating  di-ink  for  healthy 
►  as  well  as  for  sick  people.
